However, Jellicoe fails to teach or suggest a single keypad comprising a 
plurality of buttons representing consonants and vowels of a plurality of 
languages; the keypad being capable of sliding in at least four directions within 
the center of the main body of a mobile communication device; a keypad sliding 
recognition unit for detecting a key operation state according to the sliding motion 
of the keypad in at least four directions.
